I list below brief summaries of the 6 questions which will 
lx? on the statewide ballot on November 5. There are 4 
proposals to amend the Constitution, 1 to amend state law, 
and 1 non-binding question of public safety. 

1974 BALLOT QUESTIONS 

1. GENERAL COURT RECESSES — SUMMARY 

Retains current constitutional provision which allows 
General Court, by vote of both branches, to take recess!es) 
totalling not more than 30 days. 

Repeals current constitutional provision that such 
recess!es) not extend past first 60 days of session. 

ISSUE 

PRO — Gives General Court flexibility to determine its 
work schedule. 

— Allows recesses during the legislative year for in 
depth consideration of significant proposals by legislative 
committees. 

CON — General Court already has power to recess for 30 
days; legislative leadership should not be given greater 
freedom to postpone or delay consideration of important 
legislation. 

2. HOUSE CUT — SUMMARY 

Reduces size of House of Representatives from 240 to 160 
members Beta ins current size of Senate at 40 members. 

Provides for decennial census in every year ending in 
“3’', beginning in 1975, as basis for redistricting House and 
Senate. 

ISSUE 

PRO — House is much larger than necessary (2nd 
largest in U.S.) 

— Smaller House will increase responsiveness, 
responsibility, effectiveness and efficiency; it will be more 
visible and less parochial. 

CON — Current size House is more reflective and 
representative of local opinion, closer to constituents. 

— House cut will result in loss of representation by 
minority groups. 

3. PRIVATE SCHOOL AID — INTENT 

Allows grants in aid to private higher education in¬ 
stitutions, or to students, or parents or guardians of students, 
attending such institutions. 

SUMMARY 

Deletes current constitutional requirement that state 
and local revenue for support of schools may only be applied 
to, or expended in, schools under the superintendance of the 
community in which the money is expended. 

Deletes current constitutional prohibition against the 
granting, appropriation, use, or credit of public money for 
higher education institutions where denominational doc¬ 
trines are inculcated or which are not under public owner¬ 
ship and control. 

Adds new provision that nothing in this amended section 
of the constitution shall be intended to prohibit grants in aid 
to private higher education institutions or to students, or 
parents or guardians of students, attending such institutions. 

ISSUE 

PRO — Both larger and smaller private institutions are 
facing - severe fiscal crises; in the past few years several 
institutions have been forced to close. 

—State should provide financial aid to maintain schools 
now in existence and to encourage coordination between 
private and public institutions rather than investing large 
amounts of capital to start new public schools. 

— State should continue its long history of independent 
high quality higher education. 

CON — State should not assist private institutions, but 
should rather invest in a larger, more expanded public 
system open to all citizens. 

— It should not be state policy to assist private in¬ 
stitutions when we have a public system, equal in quality and 
diversity. 

4. GAS TAX MONEY FOR MASS TRANSIT — SUMMARY 

Amends constitution to allow use of gas tax revenue for 
mass transit, as the legislature may determine. Currently, 
constitution limits gas tax revenue to highway related used 
(building, rebuilding, maintaining and repairing highways 
and bridges, enforcing state traffic laws and administering 
tax statutes which provides highway fund revenues). 

ISSUE 

PRO — Since 50 per cent of state’s population lives and- 
or works within densely populated urban areas, and since it 
has been demonstrated that more roads do not improve 
mobility into and within urban areas, urban mass transit 
needs to be developed to serve this population. 

— Recent legislation authorizes the creation of several 
new regional transit authorities across the state. 

CON — It is improper to use highway-related tax 
revenue for non-highway uses.

— Tax revenues collected throughout the state will be 
used to serve only part of the state and its citizens. 

5. CORRUPT PRACTICES COMMISSION (Statutory 
Change) — SUMMARY 

Establishes 5 member Corrupt Practices Commission to 
investigate through secret hearings candidates’ compliance 
with all state and federal laws relating to campaign finances. 
Where probable cause of wrongdoing is shown, the Attorney 
General would be directed to take action. If no probable 
cause were shown, the Commission would state so publicly. 

Extends campaign spending limits to cover all media 
expenses and require media organizations to report all 
purchases of time. 

Requires candidates to receive and disburse money 
exceeding $25 by check. 

Extends current campaign finance laws to include all 
candidates above town and city level (except President and 
Vice President). 

Establishes maximum penalty of 1 year imprisonment 
and-or $10,000 for individuals engaged in corrupt practices 
and a fine of $50,000 for corporations so involved. Attorney 
General may bring action to remove candidate whose 
election was materially aided by corrupt practices. 

ISSUE 

PRO — Proposal improves recent law by developing a 
stricter system of campaign reporting and monitoring w hich 
is much more difficult to violate (media must report) pur¬ 
chase of time, vendors are liable if they violate the law). 

CON — Legislature recently adopted campaign reform 
law; it is unwise and unnecessary to further change a system 
which has not yet proved itself inadequate. 

6. HEALTH SYSTEMS REGULATION DEPARTMENT 
(Non-binding) — SUMMARY 

Ascertains will of voters on Governor's health 
reorganization which creates a Department of Health 
Systems Regulation within Executive Office of Human 
Services for centralized and coordinated delivery of health 
services. Includes: administration of Medicaid program; 
rate setting for nursing homes, hospitals, and other health 
services; licensing of facilities; regulation of health in¬ 
surance policies and plans. 

ISSUE 

Legislature twice this year rejected the Governor's 
proposal. After the second defeat on a revised and amended 
version of the bill, the Governor proposed to bring the 
question to the voters. 

PRO — Health related agencies are scattered among and 
between Executive offices and departments, precluding 
effective coordination and planning. 

— A more efficient and effective health delivery system 
is needed to prepare Massachusetts for possible passage of 
National Health Insurance legislation. 

CON — Plan concentrates too much authority in a single 
department (and administrator).

Michael Dukakis, 
Democratic nominee for 
Governor, told an AFL-CIO 
convention in Boston 
recently that “the economic 
revitalization of our older 
cities is “the most important 
single task before us.” 

Dukakis warned that 
“Massachusetts is fast 
becoming a jumble of: strip 
development along high¬ 
ways, shopping centers at 
remote highway junctions, 
urban sprawl, and office 
parks erected on open land 
miles from our cities.” 

Dukakis made the com¬ 
ments in a speech to the 
Massachusetts State Labor 
Council (AFL-CIO) at the 
Statler Hilton Hotel in 
Boston. 

He said that he would 
begin preparation of a 
statewide land use master 

J tlan, as required by a 1968 
aw, because, “I want 
businesses to know in ad¬ 
vance where they are 
welcome; where we have 
workers who need jobs; and 
where we have cities that 
desperately need the tax 
revenues that industrial 
development brings with it. 

“And we will stop shuffling 
businesses and construction 
projects back and forth from 
one government bureau to 
another until they become so 
frustrated that they decide 
to locate in other states.” 

Dukakis stressed the need 
for urban development, 
saying that it is the cities 
that have utilities, road, 


industrial and commercial 
support facilities, public 
transportation, and “people 
who need and want work. 

“Seven out of every ten 
unemployed people in this 
state,” Dukakis said, “live 
in cities. And if we could just 
put those people to work, our 
unemployment rate would 
drop to three per cent.” 

Dukakis cited New Bed¬ 
ford, Lynn, and Springfield 
as examples of communities 
that have suffered because 
of suburban and rural 
growth. 

“The revitalization of our 
urban areas,” Dukakis said, 
“will build an economy we 
can have faith in — an 
economy which is stable and 
secure — a growing 
economy — and an economic 
climate in which we know 
that our children will have 
jobs as well.” 

“There is no reason,” 
Dukakis concluded, “why we 
cannot rebuild our cities and 
preserve what is best about 
our environment at the same 
time.”
